LABOR BILL 
AMENDMENT 
IS ADOPTED

WASHINGTON (AP)—Their 


47-46 victory in adding a major 
provision to the Kennedy labor 
bill strengthened 
today 
the 


drive of senators seelring fur-' 
ther restriction on the power 
of union leaders. 


By the one-vote margin, the 


Senate wrote into the bill a re- 
'quirement that union constitu- 
tions and by-laws must contain 
a series of provisions designed 
to assure the rights of individ- 
ual members. It sets up crimin- 
al penalties for any union leader 
violating those rights. 


The Senate takes up today in 


amendment by Sen. Barry Gold- 
water R-Ariz designed to assure 
that each labor groups as Team- 
sters Union conferencss are cov- 
ered by provisions of the bill. 


The 
admendment 
adopted 


Wednesday was sponsored by 
Sen. John L. McClellan D-Ark, 
who called It a bill of rights for 
labor. Among other things it 
' would guarantee union mem- 
_bers freedom of speech ,and 
_«qual voting rights, and require 
membership approval of any 
dues increase. 
- The vote on the amendment 
was a setback for Sen John P 
Kennedy D-Mass, who has been 
Jargued from, the start that any 
major floor change in his meas- 
ure would endanger its chances 
of getting through Congress. 


Kennedy said the amendment 


was poorly drawn and would 
mean "the federal government's 
reaching its hands into the in- 
ternal affairs of unions in a 
completely unnecessary way". 


r_ But McClellan insisted his 
amendment would give needed 
protection to union members 
against thugs, racketeers and 
power-hungry - leaders who, he 
said, were infiltrating more and 
more unions. 


Aa it was, a coalition of Re- 


publicans and Southern Demo- 
crats put over the amendment. 
Voting for it were 32 Republi- 
cans and 35 Democrats. 13 of 
them 
Southerners . ' Opposed 


were 44 Democrats and. 2 Re- 
publicans.

Highway Safety Booked for 
Top Priority in the House 
After Tax Issue Is Settled

HARRISBURG (AP)—Highway safety will get top priority 


in the House after the tax battle ends, the House majority 
leader said today. 


Rep. Stephen McCann (D-Greene) at the same time 
pre- 


dicted another tough fight on the highway program. 


• "There -are about lour bills we 
could pass without any trouble," 
he said, "such things as (regula- 
tion of) brake linings and fluids, 
and requiring trucks to go down 
hill in reduced gear. 


"But on others—like the point 


system, radar — I don't know 
whether we can pass them. We're 
split all over the place on both 
sides." 


The Republican House minority 


repeatedly has needled McCann, 
serving his first term as floor 
leader, on the absence of any ma- 
jor legislation (besides taxes) dur- 
ing the session's first months, 


He has maintained that taxes 


should be dispensed with first be- 
fore any other controversial pro- 
grams are brought to the floor. 


On the other hand, under Mc- 


Cann's leadership, House commit- 
tees have been clearing 
their 


agendas of much of the minor leg- 
islation that in past sessions has 
been dumped on a groggy Legis- 
lature in the hurly-burly of the 
-adjournment rush. 


"Under that system," McCann 


said, "we never really had a 
chance to study these bills, to see 
that they, vyere drawn properly. By 
working on them early we can 
take our time and give them prop- 
er study." 
' 


Three House committees have 


scheduled public hearings next 
month on three of the more im- 
portant items in the legislative 
hopper: Air pollution, boating reg- 
istrations and housing discrimina- 
tion. 


The air pollution bill.comes un- 


der scrutiny May 5 before the 
game and conservation committee 
headed by Rep. Harris G. Breth 
(D-Clearfield). It was sent to this 
committee because Breth was on 
a Joint State Government Com- 
mission subcommittee which stud- 
ied the problem. • 


The controversy over the air 


pollution bill centers on location of 
the control: At the county, region- 
al or state level. As written, the 
bill would leave enforcement to 
the State Heatlh Department. The 
prospect is that the control will 
be given to the counties, with 
provisions for intercounty coopera- 
tion on mutual pollution problems. 
The state's role would be an ad- 
visory one. 


The boating regulations—Ine line 


with a new federal law requiring 
all boats to be registered—comes 
up for a hearing May 12 before 
the fisheries committee. The bill 
includes proposed water safety 
rules.

Police Crush 
Prison Riot 
In Concord

CONCORD, Mass. (AP) — Five 


desperate inmates of the Concord 
Reformatory held 15 hostages for 
four hours Wednesday night until 
a wave of state troopers ended 
their bid for freedom with tear 
gas and acetylene torches. 


One of the quintet, identified as 


kidnaper Charles (Bull) Martin, 
36, held- a smuggled gun to the 
head of a hostage while demand- 
ing "We want out." 


Correction Commissioner George 


McGrath said Martin mistakenly 
"thought he could make it out of 
there through the front door with 
the revolver and hostages." 


"This was an escape attempt, 


pure and simple," said Edward S. 
Grennan, superintendent of the re- 
formatory, which once housed 
only youthful offenders but now is 
used for long-term adult prisoners. 


Grennan said the leaders of the 


revolt called him twice by tel- 
ephone 
from 
their 
temporary 


stronghold demanding to get out. 


Instead, Grennan called in State 


Police to storm the wing where 
the rebels were holding the hos- 
tages. 


Grennan said that in addition to 


Martin the convicts who caused 
the wild disturbance were Thomas 
P. Carlino, 28, kidnaper; Charles 
Woods, 31, burglar; James Park- 
er, 33, robber; and Peter Makare- 
wicz Jr., 20, who five years ago 
killed a 15-^ ear-old girl in his town 
of Norwood. 


Authorities said that about 50 


other prisoners milled about free 
of their cells during the uprising 
but took.no active part in it. 


The five inmates held the hos- 


tages—13 guards and two civilians 
—for four hours before surrender- 
ing meekly, their eyes swollen by 
tear gas.

from the start, were nil. Lt. Col.

long a power in Panamanian pol- 
itics, has a big estate. Roberto's 
father is a former president of 
Panama who split a year ago with 
the De la Guardia administration. 


Officials said search of a beach

•up letters left by Arias, including 
one from American movie »tar 
John 
Wayne. 
Authorities said 


Wayne was a friend and business 
partner of Arias. 


Contents of the letter were not 


revealed. 


At his home in Encino, Calif., 


Wayne said he had corresponded 
with Arias on several occasions 
and had no idea what this partic- 
ular letter might have dealt with. 


"I've known Tito (Arias) for 20 


years off and on. I've got business 
in Panama with him, and without 
him. I also know other members 
of the family. His father is a well 
respected lawyer in Panama,'-'

It seems to indicate Khrushchev 


has taken a grip on the top rung 
of his ladder to the pinnacle of 
power. That pinnacle will not be 
achieved until he is universally 
recognized as the only true proph- 
et of Communist theory. If he 


'' nails this down, he will become 


an even more formidable antagon- 
ist for the West in the dangerous 
political wars to come. 


Still, there are intriguing, pre- 


cedent - shattering twists to the 


_ buildup. Is Khrushchev, even now, 


wholly secure? He could have had 
to order the campaign—and even 
push it on the Communist party 
—for reasons connected both with 
internal politics and external pol- 


nist countries seemed to be try- 
ing to humanize Khrushchev, to 
make him appear a wholesome, 
family type.

ROME (AP) — Americans who 


remember the ^unpleasant drop in 
take home pay in Janhary when 
the social security tax rate went 
up should look at Italy. 


And U.S. employers whose con- 


tributions to social security funds 
advanced in the same proportion 
should be thankful they don't have 
to put up what their Italian oppo- 
site numbers do. It comes to about 
35 per cent of payroll, perhaps a 
little less, perhaps a little more 
depending on the type of business. 


U.S. businessmen shake their 


heads over all the clerical work 
involved in filling out government 
forms and keeping track of each 
employe's contributions—not only 
to social security but also to the 
federal income tax collectors and 
those of some states. The costs, 
run high. 


But in Italy an employer reports 


to as many as six social security 
or similar agencies. Some con- 
cerns are required to-file declara- 
tions in advance as to How. much 
overtime is expected in a coming 
period —' aand they must pay a 15 


per cent tax on the overtime pay. 


Employers also must withhold 


income taxes from employes in 
the same manner as in the United 
States; it's only the Investors, 
businessmen, professional men, 
entertainers and similar persons 
who find ways to evade. 


Look at just one instance oi 


what an employer has to pay |in 
various forms of social security-.to 
an employee—not to mention wh~at 
he has to pay if the employe qufls. 


Giovanni has a fairly good job: 


He earns 5200 a month from which 
his employer deducts 4.5 per cent 
(?9) as Giovanni's contribution ^to 
various social security taxes. Also 
deducted is seven per cent ($14) 
for income tax. Then the employer 
pays, from his own pocket:" 12.8 
per cent ($25.60) to one old age 
pension agency: six per cent ($12) 
to another pension agency: 525 
per cent ($10.50) to a health in- 
surance agency:' 1.15 per cent

employe a monthly family bonus. 
Total cost to the employer: 33.'20 
per cent (?66.40) monthly.

barrel, watering cans, hose reels 
and other similar equipment. 


White - painted shelves 
look 


neat and make stored objects 
easier to spot. Check supplies of 
insecticides, 
fertilizers, 
fungi- 


cides and so on. Check the gar- 
den tools, too. 


Supplies that are nearly used 


up or tools that need .sharpening 


or cleaning should be noted. 


One trip to town to stock gar- 


dening needs and to have re- 
pairs made eliminates frustrat- 
ing, hasty, errand-running later 
on.Remind yourself to store 
chemical herbicides, insecticides, 
fungicides, paints, paint remov- 
ers and similar poisonous ma- 
terials on the top shelves, out of 
reach of any child. 
Hose-spray attachments on the 


bottles of pest killers are handy 
and a convenient way 'to use 
them, but remember always to 
remove the bottle after use and 
put it back up where it belongs.

The board of directors of the 


Warren County Farmers' Asso- 
ciation, at a meeting Wednesday 
night, took action to help block 
egislation which would place 
'ennsylvania farmers under the 


domination of the State Secre- 
tary of Labor and Industry. 


The local board this week was 


in the process of contacting aU 
state officials from this arei. 
adivising them that House Bill 
1204 in an extremely dengerous 
egislative proposal. 


The Bill, entitled "Wage and 


Hour Act", would force farmers 
:o pay all employees at least 
$1.25 an hour and would limit 
them to a 44 hour week. This 
would include the farmers' own 
children who receive pay or al- 
lowances for work done on the 
farm. 


If more thain 44 hours work 


was done, the farmer would be 
forced to pay $1:90 for all hours 
over 44 nours. 


The local Farmers' ssociation 


President, Axel Carlstrom, of 
Akeley, said that the associa- 
tion was opposing the Bill on 
a "no compromise" bisis. "This 
Bill," he said, "Would give the 
State Secretary of Labor and 
Industry so much power and 
authority that virtually every 
farmer in the state would be 
ruled by one man." 


Sections Six, Seven and Eight 


of the Bill would empower the 
Secretary of Labor and Industry 
to appoint a wage board of JT.P 
own choosing for the purpose of 
investigating health and living 
standards 
of all 
employees, 


farm or otherwise, and after the 
first year he would be empower- 
ed to set wage rates at any 
level he chooses, as long as 
they are not lower than $1.25 an 
hour. 


"We know this Bill is BO far 


out of line that it can't be pass- 
ed in its present form," said the 
local President. "But we also 
know that The Department of 
Labor and Industry and the la- 
bor unions are trying to estab- 
lish the principle that the wage 
and hour act should be applied 
to agriculture.' 


"We won't compromise be- 


cause of the principle involved 
Not until someone has learned 
to control the sun, rain, insects 
and other conditions which gov- 
erns farmers, can we permit 
ourselves to be governed by i 
44 hour week. 


"The principle involved her; 


is that certain government of 
ficials believe that farmers can 
ignore the weather and limit 
their • work week to 44 houre 
They don't, seem to understand 
that agriculture is governed ty 
various Acts of God, and tha. 
regardless of man-made laws 
the laws of nature will continue 
to prevail." 


The P e n n s y 1 vania Stai< 


Grange, The farmers' Associa 
tion, together with all farm 
commodity groups, cooperatives 
as well as agricultural business- 
es and industries were lined up 
solidly in opposition' to passarc 
of the Bill.

Cuban regime will be independent 
in the United Nations, Prune Min- 
ister Fidel Castro says, and its 
delegates will "vote for human 
rights" and not in line with blocs. 


But Cuba will honor her inter- 


national obligations, he adds. 


Castro made the statements at 


a correspondents' luncheon during 
a three-hour visit to the United 
Nations Wednesday. 


The Prime Minister's schedule

Castro Says Cuba 
Is Independent of

NEW YORIC (AP)—New York

Castro has been in Ne\y York 


since Tuesday and is due to go to 
Boston Saturday. Hundreds oi offi- 
cers have been guarding him. and 
more were quickly assigned to the 
task. 


Police said Castro aides had no- 


tified them of the alleged plot 
early today and said it involved 
two groups totaling seven men, 
none of them Cubans. 


NEW YORK (AP) — The new 


Cuban regime will be independent 
in the United Nations, Prime Min- 
ister Fidel Castro says, and its 
delegates will "vote for human 
rights" and not in line with blocs. 


But Cuba will honor her inter- 


national obligations, he adds. 


Castro made the statements at 


a correspondents' luncheon during 
a three-hour visit to the United 
Nations Wednesday. 


The Prime Minister's schedule 


today includes a call1 on Mayor 
Robert F. Wagner at City Hall 
and a talk at a luncheon being 
given in his honor by the Over- 
seas Press Club. 


Castro told the U N correspond- 


ents that free elections in Cuba 
can be held only after a "basis 
for true democracy" has been laid 
through a wide program of land 
reform and social and economic 
development.

Castro also 
said there are no Communists in 
his government.

Strikes Against 
Newspapers Soar 
Almost to Record 


NEW YORK CAP)—Strikes 


against American newspapers 
last year, a special 
industry 


committee said today, reached 
the second highest total since 
World War,H and "if the rec- 
ord of 10 strikes in the 
first 


quarter of 1959 continues, this 
year will match the worst in t.'e 
present century." 


The report was made during 


final-day sessions of the 73rd 
annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Newspapers Publishers As- 
sociation by George N. Dale, 
chairman of the ANFA's Special 
Standing Committee on Labor 
Relations. 


The four-day convention ends 


tonight with the annual dinner' 
of the AJSTPA's Bureau of Ad- 
vertising. 
Defense 
Secretary 


Neil H. McElroy will be the 
principal speaker. 


Dale said the near record 


number of 195—strikes against 
newspapers—38 strikes against' 
62 daily papers—came at a time 
when strikes generally through- 
out the United States reached 
the second lowest number since 
the end of World War H. 


Dale also told the convention 


there was an unusual number of 
"short-duration strikes and un- 
authorized stoppages'' in the 
newspaper industry last year, 
and added that "these stoppages 
reflected an attempt to substi- 
tute pressurei for the orderly 
grievance and negotiating pro- 
cedures." 


Dale said the ANPA's special 


labor relations committee con- 
tinued to encourage arbitration 
with unions "as the best final 
course to preserve harmony" 
and said "impending 
arbitra- 


tion has 
prevented 
many 


strikes."
